Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments in view of the amendment filed 05/15/2006 with respect to 
claim 17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejection of claims 1-7 and 9-19 has been withdrawn. The original claims 5,6 and 8-10 
were unintentionally missing from the first Office Action, originally intended to be 
objected as being dependent on rejected independent claims but, but othen/vise 
allowable if incorporated with the independent claims. The claims are currently 
amended such that the independent claims now contain limitations from original claims 



5,6 and 8-10.

4. Claims 1 -7 and 9-1 9 are allowed. 

The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, all the limitations of the independent claim(s), 
particularly monitoring the buffer resources with a hypervisor and using said hypervisor 
for writing a change request to a second register for the purpose of adjusting the port 
buffer size for an associated physical port (claims 1,11 and 1 7); and using a second 
register to receive change requests for adjusting the port buffer size for the associated 
physical port including the step of utilizing a hypervisor to write the change requests to a 
port buffer field of the second register (claim 5).
